■Ir ^ebn Maedonald Pmmiim PoneoAilly 

Away III the Omit ll<>ynii<l. 

Ottawa, Ont., June H,— Sir .John 
Mncdonald is no ftiore. The distin- 
guished statesman who has guided the 
iwlitical destinies of " Cnnadn for nearly 
half a century paasen peacefully away 
at 10:15 Huturday night, svrrounded bv 
the entire houB(.>hold. Lady Slacdoiv.kl. 
whcbore up so bravdy during the fatal 
illness, ia now prostrated with grief. Ail 
the church bois are . tolling, an l thou- 
sands of citizens are a^preesing deep re- 
gret at the Premier'a Mudie. 

For hoars members of the hoasehold 
bad been watching tke bedside waiting 
to se«» life depart. 

Although the pbyalcians declared Fri- 
day night that fflr John could not sur- 
vive until morning, they had not nuule 
allowance for hw marvelous vitality. 
He had lost consciousness thirty hours 
ago. and had taken no nourishment since 
save small miantiUes of champaign 
V hick were admistenid with difficulty. 
1'hi' premier, sick unto death, kept np 
the unenual strufnile until after 10 
o'clock. For days, It is assumed, he re- 
sisted the inevitable by the sheer force of 
hi.s powerful will, but Friday conscious- 
ness disappeared ne?er to return. In 
Tlie ensuing period natare, now no longer 
restrained, asserted itself, and life's Are 
already burning low, flickered and 
smothered, and the sonl finally left its 
earthly tabernacla. 

Death came .peacefully to the age<l 
premier at 10:16. Qe was unconscious 
to the last The poke fluttered, the 
breath came shorter "tnd then all was 
still. When the amoanoement of Sir 
John's death was made the beOs of the 
city were tolled to coav«y the intelli* 
genoe to the thomaadi who were anxious- 
ly awaithig this signal ijhat their befeved 
premier was no more. 

The Premler'it Pul»Ilc CiiretT. 

Sir John Maedonald was born in Glas- 
gow, Jan. 11. IKi.j. Ho war the eldest 
hon of Hugh Miwdonald la meml)er of a 
respectable family in Sutherlandsliire, 
and for many years a mauufacturer in 
Qkisgow). who. with his family, emi- 
grated to ( 'aruwLi in 1830. He received 
his earl v education at the Royal gram- 
mar scliiMil at Kingston, and', Iiaving 
chiiseii the bar for his profession, wiis 
a^lmitted at ( )s;,'oode hall in lH;it;. In 
is:i<.) he defended "(ren." Von Stdniltz, 
who had become entangletl in treason- 
able a<-tions. looking toward rf^olution, 
and who was sup[x>sed to have done a 
good deal in fostering the rebellion. 
He made a brilliant defense. whi( h w;is 
unavailuif;. fur Von Schullz paid the 
I)enalty willi his life. From this time 
forward Mr. Maedonald was generally 
retained in important Ciwes. 

lu Wi-i he was offered the ii'imination 
for Kingston in the Conservative inter- 
est. His triumphant ele( tion wa£ the 
result of an exciting contest, in the 
cDurseof which iie gave uiLiiiistakable 
prumi.se of very uxnisi;;;! ,.l»ilil) u.-. a de 
bater. 

In December, 1H44, the Canadian par- 
Uameut as8«>mbled for the dLspatch of 
business, and Mr. Maedonald, who sup- 
ported the party then in power, began 
his long executive career on the lUth of 
that mom h, l>eing apiK)inte<l a member 
of 'the standing orders committee. 

In 1H47 a reouest came from the then 
premier, Mr. Draper, tliat he sh()uld ac- 
cept the portfolio of receiver general. 
After a short contiuMan<'e in this ofWce 
he WiiK tr.insterri il to the crown lands 
department, where his v:dual>le services 
were suddenly brnught to a close by the 
change of government in IS4S, when the 
Bald win-Ljifout:iine administration came 
in. From that, time ti> the autuiun of 
1854 he sat on tlie opiM)f;ition In m hes 
taking a prominent part in the debates. 

In 1854, on a change of ail ministration, 
Mr. ilacdonald a<-cepteil the office of at 
tomey general undej' .Sir .VUen N. Mc- 
Nab, Bart., and continued to hold the 
post when Sir ^VJlen resigne<l, and was 
suceeedt^ bj- the Hon. T. E. Tache. un- 
til the autumn of 18.")ii, 

He was then called ujion. on the re- 
tirement of the latter, to form the M.ic 
donald-( 'artier ministry, which had a 
long and event I ul life. 

One of the most import ;int events with 
which .Sir John's name will ever be peitu- 
liarly as.st)ciated was the Washington 
convention of 1871, in which a iinmber 
of irritating international (luestions that 
hail iiecumulated l«'twtfen Great Britain 
and the United States receive<l a quiet- 
ing through the mediiun of a joint com- 
mission. The [Bincipal subjects that 
citme before this comuiission were the 
fislu?rj' (luestion. the Alabama claims, 
the navig.ition of the St Lawrence, and 
the boundary line between the Unite<l 
States and the British Columlaa. Of 
these matters at issue the first was 
vitally imjKirtaut to Canada, as the dis- 
]mte had during late years assumed a 
very serious aspect. 

iJfit in any sense us a rcpiescutative of 
Canada, since Canada, being a colony, 
could (jf I'ourse have no status in such a 
proceeding, but as a representative ol 
England. selecUd for that honor be<-au.se 
intimately acijuainted with all the sub 
jects awaiting settlement, and bound to 
consider imperial interests us altogether 
paramount to colonial. Sir John occu 
pied a place on that eommiasion, A 
moie delicate or difficult poaiti«ui can 
hardly l>e conceived. 

The results of the convention are well 
known. The Alabama claims were re- 
ferred to another arbitration board for 
settlement, the San Juan boundary dis- 
pute went to the Smperor of Oerinany 
for his adjudication while free naviga- 
tion of the St. Lawrence and Michigan 
canals was gtiaraateed to American and 
Canadian citizens ahke. With regard 
to the fishery uueetiou it was settled 
that the Canaoiau waters ghould be 
thrown open to American fishermen for 
a period df ten years, and that the 
United Statli ahould pay for this priri- 
lege such amount as might be awarded 
by a special eommiseion to nieat at a 
hitter day. The commission metTat Hal- 
ifax, N. 8., in 1877, and awatded to Can- 
ada |fi.800,QQO. Which sum was duly 
jftM OT«r by the United States. 

ThejMotective tariff was the last issue 
oaivt^ Sir John appealed i(e tlMi oeou-
